Broom (St Peter) was a rectory (in Worcester diocese) probably in the patronage of Wortley 
Whorwood of Stourton in Kinver, Staffs Esquire c1649-1703 who was then underage. In 1662 
William Hammerton (of Dunsley in Kinver, Staffs) "gentleman" c1618-p1680 had - by right of his 
wife Catherine (mother of Wortley) by right ofher late husband Sir William Whorwood of Stourton 
in Kinver, Staffs Knight c1618-a1657 (father of Wortley) - presented Alexander Lawder c1627-1682 
as rector of Broom. The parish contained one township which lay in Clent & Broom constablewick.

Probably later in 1662 he resigned when - after presentation by William Hammerton (of Dunsley in 
Kinver) "gentleman" c1618-p1680 by right ofhis wife Catherine Coney dau of Sir Sutton Coney (? of 
South Stoke, Lincs) Knight by right of her late husband Sir William Whorwood of Stourton in 
Kinver Knight c1618-a1657 - he was instituted rector of Broom (in Worcester diocese). In 1665 the

BROOM, a parish, in the union of Kidderminster, Lower division of the hundred of Halfshire, 
Stourbridge and E. divisions of the county of Worcester, 4 miles (S.) from Stourbridge; containing 
129 inhabitants. This parish, which is beautifully situated on the western side of the Clent hills, 
comprises 716a. 3r. 6p. The road from Stourbridge to Bromsgrove passes on the east side. The 
living is a rectory, valued in the king's books at £5. 3. 4., and in the gift of Sir E. D. Scott, Bart.: the 
tithes have been commuted for £224, including the tithe of the glebe, which comprises 53% acres. 
The church [St Peter] is a brick edifice, erected in 1780. A school is supported by subscription; and 
the poor have a small sum yearly, bequeathed by John Harris in 1701, out of Bradford meadow, now 
converted into a mill-dam. [A Topographical Dictionary of England (1848)] 


BROOM, a parish in the southern division of the hundred of Seisdon, and till lately in the county of 
Stafford, but lying detached, and under the recent Act of Parliament made part of the county of 
Worcester, 5 miles to the S.W. of Kidderminster, its post town, and 4 miles from Stourbridge. The 
living is a rectory* in the diocese of Worcester, of the value of £320, in the gift of J. G. Bourne, Esq. 
The church, dedicated to St. Peter, is a small brick building with a tower. In the interior is a 
handsome marble monument to Mrs. Hill, by Flaxman. There is a school founded by the trustees of 
the late Earl Dudley, and some small charities. Broom House is the principal residence. Earl Dudley 
is lord of the manor. [The National Gazetteer of Great Britain and Ireland (1868)]

Maurice de Ombersley, to whom the manor was granted in 1154, is said to have 'founded' the 
church of Broom. (fn. 27) His son Richard forfeited the advowson with the manor, and it appears to 
have been granted with it by King John to the nuns of Brewood, though it is not mentioned in the 
charter. (fn. 28) In 1203-4, after the death of Alexander de Bransford, whom Richard de Ombersley 
had presented to the church of Broom, a dispute arose between the Prioress of Brewood and 
Herbert parson of Clent as to the advowson of Broom. The latter claimed it on the grounds that 
Broom was a chapelry of Clent, but the prioress stated that Alexander was parson of Broom, and 
that on his death the bishop had sequestered the church as vacant. (fn. 29) It would seem that the 
prioress won the suit, for there is no indication that the church of Broom (fn. 30) was ever 
subsequently looked upon as a chapelry of Clent. The nuns probably held the advowson until the 
Dissolution, (fn. 31) but it was not granted with the manor to Charles Duke of Suffolk.

Humphrey Waldron B.A. (presbyterian minister of Broom) 1633-1668 R43 
Waldron, christened on 20 Jan 1632.3 at Belbroughton, was a son of Roger Waldron of "Giles 
House", Belbroughton, Worcs yeoman c1587-1661 and Elizabeth (Blicke). He studied at Oxford 
where on 24 Jun 1653 as a commoner he matriculated from Balliol College. At Oxford he graduated 
B.A. on 6 Jul 1654. About that time he was briefly an assistant to Richard Baxter at Kidderminster. 
On 21 Feb 1654.5 (although not aged 24) he was classically ordained as a presbyterian clergyman 
by the Derbyshire Wirksworth Classis at Wirksworth to the title of Broom rectory and on 15 May ? 
1655 he was appointed presbyterian minister of Broom. By early 1656 as "minister of Broome" he 
was a member of the Worcestershire Association. In Jun 1660 he continued in office as de facto 
rector. On 24 Aug 1662 he did not subscribe to The act of uniformity and was thus to be deprived. 
In 1665 he was assessed on 4 hearths at at Broom township in Clent & Broom constablewick. 
Shortly after he moved to Bromsgrove, Worcs where he died, aged 35, and was buried on 11 Nov 
1668. His will written on 4 Nov 1668 was proved under PCC on 23 Dec 1668. Waldron married first 
on 23 Nov 1654 at Kidderminster, Worcs to Mary Nash by whom he had 2 daughters. He married 
second about 1665 to Catherine (d 1669) by whom he had 1 son. Waldron's brother Roger Waldron 
of "Giles House", Belbroughton, Worcs scythesmith c1635-1671 was married to Mary Tristram dau 
of Richard Tristram (rector of Belbroughton, Worcs) 1613-1691. In a letter of 10 Feb 1673.4 Baxter 
includes Waldron (noted as then dead) in a list of ministers who had never "done or said [anything] 
against the King". In 1696 he writes "At Broom was silenced Mr. Humphrey Waldern, my [former] 
Assistant ... of good Learning and Utterance."

Alexander Lawder M.A. (rector of Broom) c1627-1682 

Lawder was born about 1627 probably of Scottish parentage. He studied at Edinburgh where he 
was a Student at King James' College. At Edinburgh he graduated M.A. on 28 Jul 1648. Perhaps by 
1657 he was head schoolmaster of Kinver Grammar School and was still in office when he 
subscribed to the Act of uniformity on 14 Aug 1662. On 21 Aug 1662 he was ordained deacon and 
priest by Lichfield. Probably later in 1662 he resigned when - after presentation by William 
Hammerton (of Dunsley in Kinver) "gentleman" c1618-p1680 by right ofhis wife Catherine Coney 
dau of Sir Sutton Coney (? of South Stoke, Lincs) Knight by right of her late husband Sir William 
Whorwood of Stourton in Kinver Knight c1618-a1657 - he was instituted rector of Broom (in 
Worcester diocese). In 1665 the "Minister" at Broom was assessed on 4 hearths. The original record 
names the minister as Humphrey Waldron (Lawder's presbyterian predecessor) perhaps in error for 
Lawder (who is not otherwise mentioned) but was resident. Still in office Lawder died, aged about 
55, and was buried here on 31 Jan 1681.2. His will was proved at Worcester on 22 Mar 1681.2. 
Lawder married first 19 May 1657 at Kinver to Ann Hackett (d 1665) by whom he had two 
daughters. He married second on 5 Apr 1666 at Worcester St Swithin to Ann Smith by whom he 
had five sons and two daughters.

{Maurice de Ombersley, to whom the manor was granted in 1154, is said to have 'founded' the 
church of Broom. (fn. 27) 


His son Richard forfeited the advowson with the manor, and it appears to have been granted with it 
by King John to the nuns of Brewood, though it is not mentioned in the charter. (fn. 28) 


In 1203-4, after the death of Alexander de Bransford, whom Richard de Ombersley had presented 
to the church of Broom, a dispute arose between the Prioress of Brewood and Herbert parson of 
Clent as to the advowson of Broom. The latter claimed it on the grounds that Broom was a chapelry 
of Clent, but the prioress stated that Alexander was parson of Broom, and that on his death the 
bishop had sequestered the church as vacant. (fn. 29) 

It would seem that the prioress won the suit, for there is no indication that the church of Broom (fn. 
30) was ever subsequently looked upon as a chapelry of Clent. The nuns probably held the 
advowson until the Dissolution, (fn. 31) but it was not granted with the manor to Charles Duke of 
Suffolk. 


The rectory was granted in 1543 to William Whorwood, (fn. 32) who perhaps obtained the 
advowson at about the same time, 


but the latter is not mentioned until 1617, when it belonged to Thomas Whorwood. (fn. 33)

40) is said by Shaw to have been related to Rev. Thomas Dolman, rector of 
Broom. (fn. 41) 

Mr. Dolman was said to be patron in 1808. (fn. 42) 

Lord Dudley presented in 1810, (fn. 43) probably for that turn only, 

since in 1849 Sir Edward Dolman Scott, son of Joseph Scott (afterwards Sir Joseph), was patron of 


Broom. (fn. 44) 


The advowson was purchased from his trustees in 1859 (fn. 45) by Mr. J. G. Bourne, who presented 
his son, the Rev. Joseph Green Bourne. The Rev. Joseph Handforth Bourne, son of the latter, (fn. 46) 
is the present patron.
